El Paso, Tex., May 12 --Gen. Ma 
dero's insurrecto army. afterVne of 
the bloodiest battles of the revolu. 
tion. captured Juarez Tuesday and 
established therein the provisional 
capital of the Mexican Republic. 
Gen. Navarro and his entire garri- 
son, composed of about 500 men, 
surrendered to Gen. Madero after a 
strong resistance. It was estimated 
that 50 Federals and 15 rebels were 
killed and about 250 wounded on 
both sides during the fighting. 

MADERO ADDRESSES PRISONERS 

Gen. Madero himself, when he ar 
rived at the corral where the Federal 
prisoners are quartered, made an 
address full of sympathy and en 
couragement, lauding them for their 
bravery and assuring them that in 
his heart, as well as in those of his 
men, there was no feeling of enmity, 
but of uniform friendliness. 

"You fought for Gen. Diaz," be 
declared at the conclusion of his 
speech, "because v. i had to; be- 
cause you were a part of that system 
which we are trying to dissolve. In 
a few days perhaps peace will be re 
stored. You soon will be free. If 
the war is to be continued you can 
have your choice of being paroled or 
joining the army of liberation. In 
the meantime we shall treat yon as 
brothers, not as foes." 

With shouts of "Viva Madero" 
the vast throng of prisoners and in 
surrectos who gathered to hear him 
threw their hats skyward and shout- 
ed in most deafening applause. 

EKFECT IN CAPITAL. 

Mexico City, May 11.— There was no 
one in the Capital last night, not un- 
der the official ban of silence, who 
does not admit that the capture of 
Juarez by the revolutionists adds 
immense prestige to the fjag of re- 
volt and that as a moral it is bound 
to greatly augment the strength 
of the insurrecto cause. 

The war began last November and 
Gen. Navarro took the field in West- 
ern Chihuanua, Skirmish followed 
skirmish and ambush followed am- 
bush, with no apparent advantage to 
either side. It has been a fight of 
the insurrectos led at first by Orzo- 
co and later by Madero against Na- 
varro. The net result of the long 
campaign has been that the Federal 
force was divid»*d and that Navarro's 
diminished command was caught at 
Juarez and decisively beaten. 

Navarro was not accounted bril- 
liant, but he was given credit for 
bravery and desperation. Correctly 
or not, he was quoted in this city as 
having assured that he would die 
rather than surrender. Not one per 
son in ten but believed that he 
would hold his position in the adobe 
village on the south bank of the Rio 
Grande. NeWB that he had surren 
dered, therefore, came as a surprise, 
but. It is generally admitted, not 
a disappointment to 90 per cent, o 
the people- 

FUTURE PLANS. 

Juarez, Mex., May 11. -The insur- 
rectos announced yesterday their de- 
termination not only to hold Juarez 
against any attack of Federal foi 
but to prevent a fight in this city if 
possible. Plans were laid for a force 
of several hundred men to march 
south to meet Gen. Rabsgo, the Fed 
eral leader, who is reported to be on 
his way here from Chihuahua with a 
good-sized army. 

The rebels already have about 300 
men at Casas Grandes and will p 
ably open fire on Rabago when he 
arrives. 



Frankfort. Ky.. May 12.— The 
Joseph Wi'ndling case was affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals yesterday. 
Wendling must remain in prison for 
life for the murder of Alma Kellner, 
December 8. 1909. in St. John's 
church, Louisville. 

Judge Carroll delivered the opin- 
ion on the Wendling case, and it is 
twenty-three pages long The whole 
court sat in the case, and there were 
no dissents.

Precaution In Kitchen. 
In many homes grave cases of 
poisoning have arisen through a care- 
less disregard for the cleanliness of 
the cooking utensiis or of their per- 
fect condition. As soon as a copper 
saucepan shows signs of being at all 
worn It should be retinned. and In any 
case nothing of an acid nature should 
be allowed to remain In It while cool- 
ing. The same with regard to zinc 
and lead vessels, . which are unsafe 
for cooking purposes Those of tin. 
ateel. Iron or nickel are the safest to 
employ. Remember, too, that It Is 
better to use a wooden spoon than 
one of metal when stirring milk or 
soups, and that bet ore using baking 
tins you should grease them Inside 
thoroughly either with butter or lard. 
In order to prevent them from burn- 
ing It Is well to take the precaution 
of sprinkling the shelves of the oven 
with salt.

HIS FAITH TRIED BY FACT 

8ol*ntl*t Kntw Water Wouldn't En- 
ter Submarine Beat, but Feared 

the Demonatratlon. 

Everybody knows that if an un- 
corked bottle is placed mouth down- 
wards in water the air in the bottle 
will restrict the entrance of the 
water, that is to say, only as much 
will enter as is required to compress 
the air in the bottle enough to equal 
the pressure of the water. If the 
air pressure could be increased not a 
drop would enter. This principle ia 
made use of in submarine boats. 
These contain an air chamber in 
which the air pressure is made a 
trifle greater than the water pres- 
sure outside. When a door is opened 
in the boat no water enters and the 
crew are able to pick up sponges, 
oysters or other spoils at the sea bot- 
tom. It is told of a scientist that 
with great difficulty he was persua- 
ded to trust himself under, water in 
a submarine boat. When, near the 
bottom, it was proposed to unscrew 
the panel in the bottom of the boat, 
in order to let the scientist see the 
result, he was greatly alarmed, but 
in spite of his expostulation the door 
was thrown open to the water. Not 
a drop entered, however, and the 
learned man was reassured.
